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Allies to Treat Germany 
Liberally, and Aid Her to 

Recover, Says Millerand 

SPA, Belgium, July 12. 

REMIER MILLERAND of 
pP France, in yesterday's ses- 

sion of the allied Premiers 
and the German representatives 
here in conference on execution 
of the treaty, said to Chancellor 
Fehrenbach: 

“The allies intend to treat 
Germany liberally, and if Ger- 
many can prove modifications 
are necessary experts will bring 
proposals before the conference. 

“The allies have no thought 
of chastising Germany. They 
think Germany is a necessary 
and useful member of the Eu- 
ropean family and they are de- 
termined to help her toward re- 
covery, provided Germany is 
equally determined to execute 
her treaty obligations. The Spa 
conference proves the allies 
want peace and not frictions.” 

This pronouncement made a 
marked impression among both 
allied and German. delegations 
and caused some commotion 
among the French correspond- 
ents, whose first impression was 
that the Premier had gone 
farther than was expected.

Montijo complained that 
she had been insulted by the wife 
of an official personage. 

“Je vous vengerai,” exclaimed 
the Emperor on hearing of it, 
and within three days he pro- 
posed marriage to her. In a 
speech from the throne on Jan. 
22, he announced his engage- 
ment and justified what in some 
circles was termed a mesalliance. 

“I have preferred,” he said. “‘a 
woman whom I love and respect 
to & woman unknown to me, with 
whom an alliance would have 
had advantages mixed with sac- 
rifices.” And he made this pre- 
diction: “Endowed with all the 
qualities of the soul, she will be 
the ornament of the throne. and

The body will be embalmed today 
in Preparation for its transportation 
to England, where Eugenie will be 
buried at Farnborough.

Was Born in Spain. 

Eugenie Marie de Montijo, former 
Empress of France, was born in 
Granada, Andalusia, Spain, May 6, 
1826. She was the second daughter 
of Count Manuel Fernandez de Mon- 
tijo, Duke of Peneranda, and Marie 
Manuela Kirkpatrick of Clostburn, 
Dumfriesshire, Scotland. Her ma- 
ternal grandfather was William 
Kirkpatrick, United States Consul 
at Malaga, who was a native of 
Seotiand, but a naturalized Ameri- 
can. 

The former Empress was educated 
in France, Spain and England. She 
met her husband, DHmperor Napo- 
leon III first tn 1850 and married 
him in Notre Dame Cathedral, Paris, 
Jan. 80,1853. Prince Napoleon, her 
only son, who was Prince Imperial, 
Was born March 16, 1856. 

The Empress had great influence 
over her husband and on several oc- 
casions acted as regent during the 
absence of the Emperor when he 
was traveling or was with his army 
in the field. This was in 1859, 
1865 and 1870, the latter date during 
the Franco-Prussian war. 

At the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian War there were many per- 
sons who accused Eugenie of hav-

Historians have 
since declared that there is little to 
support such charges, but the riot- 
ous mobs of Paris, shouting for the 
new republic which the deputies 
proclaimed, stermed the palace of 
the Tuilleries and howled impreca- 
tions upon Eugenie’s head until the 
Empress became convinced that her 
life was in peril. Flight was de- 
cided upon, but one plan after an- 
other failed until an exit was found 
by way of the Louvre. The Em- 
preas, in disguise, accompanied only 
by one of her ladies in waiting, was 
whirled away in a cab to the resi- 
dence of the American dentist, Dr. 
Thomas J. Evans. - Lost to all Paris

Fred Canefex Was Shot to 
Death at Centerville, Mo., 
by Posse of Citizens. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ELLINGTON, Mo., July 12.—De- 


tails of the killing of Fred Canefex, 
‘a negro convict employed on road 
work in this county, who attacked a 
young white woman, have reached 
here. He was shot and killed at 


Centerville, early Wednesday morn- 
ing, by an armed posse of citizens 
from Ellington and Centerville. 

After the attack the young woman 
made her way to the home of J. H. 
Darr, and told Darr and his wife 
what had happened. 

Darr immediately departed for the 
| prison camp to inform the authori-

The negro came into Ellington 
over the road entering from raven 
west, and several miles distant from | 
the scene of his act. He remained | 
jin town quite awhile, and then | 
'started for his camp. He met sev- | 
eral citizens who were aiso working | 
on the road and he questioned them | 
as to the whereabouts of some of, 
the other negroes. He then went on | 
to the camp, and on finding it de- 
serted, disappeared in the woods and 
brush. 

When word reached here at 7 
o'clock in the evening, almost every 
man and boy in town joined In a| 
man hunt that lasted all night. The | 
convict either passed through El- 
lington or made a circuit of the 
| piace, and started on the road _ to) 
Centerville, 20 miles north of here, 
and where the camp had been for- | 
merly located. | 

Early Wednesday morning he was | 
seen at Centerville, and on being 
questioned by parties who knew he | 
was one of the convicts, he said _ 
that all of the other negroes were | 
coming a little later, and that he 
had hurried on to get something to | 
eat. Because of no telephone com- | 
munications between Ellington and | 
Centerville, the people there were 
unaware of the act of the negro. 

A little later, members of the 
posse from Ellington reached Cen- 
terville.. A large number of men’ 
and boys, armed with rifles, shot- 
guns, revolvers and automatics 
started on hunt of the fleeing con- 
vict. At the edge of town the negro 
was seen to crawl from behind a 
large log and start to run for the 
woods. Several shots were fired and 
the negro fell, got up and started 
running again. At the next volley 
he was fairly riddled with bullets. 

That evening his body was buried 
in the woods south of Centerville.

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Several thousand persons in For- 
est Park yesterday afternoon saw 
a young man named Burns of Sikes- 
ton, Mo., dive head first with a para- 
chute from an airplane traveling at 
about 75 miles an hour at an alti- 
tude of 2000 feet.
